What a Public Market 
Would Do for Atlanta. 


HERE appears vlsewhere on this page a partic- 
Ae ularly interesting communication from Mr. 
James F, Saunders in regard to Atlanta’s great 

need of a public market. From personal experience, 


he testifies to the manifold value of public markets , 


a other cities and shows that such an institution 
established here and: properly conducted would re- 
ftuce the cost’ of living which, is now so burdensome to 
the rank and file of the people and would also prove 
a keen stimulus to agricultural development in the 
surrounding country. These results alone would 
abundanjfy justify the City government in providing 
4 municipal market at any reasonable cost. 

A market. covers needs in which the entire com- 
munity is concerned. It sustains to the public a re- 
‘ationship scarcely less important than that of water 
supply. It affords the consumers and the producers 
of table commodities a direct, economic means of ex- 
change. Where a ma-ket is lacking, the people iney- 
stably suffer inconvenience and hardship just as they 
would if there were no municipal control of the water 
supply. This problem is essentially public in its na- 
ture; it bears upon every household; and not until 
Atlanta meets and solves it by establishing an ade- 
quate central market, or a series of markets, where 
certain food necessarivs can be regularly bought and 
sold at reasonable prices will the City measure up 
o the duty it owes its people. 

Mr, Saunders refers to the economic benefits of 
‘he market in Washington City where, as he points 
out, the cost of many table supplies is remarkably 
tower than in Atlanta and where, too; municipal reg- 
lation assures freshness and purity in the foodstuffs 
‘hus purchased, The same observation has been of 
the public markets in Baltimore, in Nashville, Des 
Moines and other cities. In Nashville, for instance, 
the consumers pay at least ten per cent less for truck 
sroduets than do those of Atlanta while the farmers 
of the adjacent country get thirty per cent more 
than those in Fulton and neighboring counties, In 
Des Moines the price of such products was reduced 
an average of thirty-five per cent within a few 
weeks after the public market had opened. There 
can be no doubt that Atlanta will profit to an equal 
degree, if she will but follow the progressive example 
of her peers, 

As Mr. Saunders very logically says, it is not to 
be expected that the dealer’ who must pay heavy 
rental and depend largely upon distant sources for 
vegetables, poultry and other such products can sell 
as cheaply as the farmer who, by means of a public 
market house, is relieved of most of this expense and 
who raises his own products. In the public market 
everybody The stalls and other spaces 
are rented for nominal sums. The buyer and seller 
are brought dirvetly together, Practically all the 
intermediary elements of cost are eliminated. Little 
wonder, then, that prices are cheaper. 

Yet, in the long run this is not unfavorable to 
the ordinary dealer, It is a noteworthy fact that in 
cities where markets are already in operation the mer- 
chants are distinctly friendly to them. Says a recent 
writer in describing the Nashville system: “One 
morning forty-two-delivery wagons from the grocery 
stores were counted in the market places, loading up 


pays cash. 


with the day's orders for their particular customers, 
There are always such customers in abundance in 
any city; they are willing to pay more than the mar 
ket prices to have their supplies unloaded at their 
kitchen doors, The Nashville grocers said that, be- 
cause of the city market, they were not compelled to 
invest money in vegetables shipped in from a dis- 
tance. They suffered no loss from rotted or stale 
or unsalable goods." It is gratifying to note that 
the grocerymen of Atlanta were well represented at 
the meeting recently called by the Chamber of Com- 
merce to devise plans for the establishment of a pub 
Ne market here and that they pledged their support 
to the movement in a spirit of true civic interest. 

AS an encouragement to truck farming, the value 
of a public market in Adanta would be inestimable. 
Mr. Saunders well says in this connection: 

“All around us are fertile felds and valleys, 
not ony in this county but Cobb and DeKalb and 
others near by. Why with all this arable land 
tying idle or given over to the cultivation of the 
staple crops does Atlanta continually import from 
Florida, Tennessee and faraway New York or 
even Canada eighty-five per cent of the vegetables 
consumed here? I put this question to a prac- 
tical truck farmer and this was his reply: ‘I 
raise strawberries and‘some tomatoes and find a

‘place where I could dispose of them at a fair price 
and where I could get a stall at a fairly low 
rental—it costs too much in time to hawk them 
from door to door, hunting purchasers; and the 
rents of stores are prohibitive. Therefore, if I 
did go into general truck farming, I would receive 
very little for my truck from the dealers; hence 
I prefer to stick to one thing, the growing of 
strawberries, and, as a second crop, raise a few 
tomatoes and okra.’” 

There lies the explantion for the comparative 
neglect of truck farming industries in the country 
around Atlanta, despite the fact that this community, 
with a population of some two hundred thousand 
and with ample highway and railroad connections, 
offers a great and steady demand for truck products. 
Let a well-conducted public market be established, 
and we shall soon see this surrounding territory grow 
verdant and fruitful with a wondrous variety of 
crops that will not only enrich the farmers but also 
extend and deepen every tide of the city’s trade, 

For the sake of the individual household and for 
the sake of the entire community’s prestige and de- 
velopment, a public market should be provided with 
the least possible delay, For years and years we 
have ben, discussing this important enterprise; its 
need and value are so obvious as to require no further 
talk. Everyone who is alert to the city’s interests 
agrees that this long-delayed -enterprise should be 
carried out. Now is the time to act. Let Council 
and the Chamber of Commerce and other civic and 
public agencies unite in a detnite plan to establish 
a market in the immediate future. ,

Life’s Lengthened Span. 


“Four hundred years ago the length of the 
average human life was between eighteen and 
twenty years. One hundred years ago the aver- 
age human life was less than thirty years, The 
average human life today reaches nearly forty 
years.” 

This little paragraph from the American Practi- 
tioner condenses volumes that might be written on 
the service of medical science and the progress of 
sanitation. The physician, like all thinkers and 
workers, is the object of much cheap satire. There 
are merry-andrews ever ready to poke fun at the 
discoveries of germs and serums or to decry a hy- 
gienic movement as a fad. The war on the common 
drinking cup and roller towels, the insistence upon 
fly screens and yentilation, the campaigns for pure 
milk and pure food are not infrequently regarded 
as the upflare of mere theories which will soon die 
down, 

But it is to just such discoveries and such en- 
deavors that the wonderfully lengthened span of hu- 
man life must be credited. Science in general, and 
medical science in particular, are. the most. intensely 
practical things with which we have to do, and the 
most useful. They have taught mankind how to live 
not only longer but better. The fact that more men 
and ‘women attain matarity today than. four centu- 
ries ago, the fact that an incomparably greater num- 
ber of babies are spared from @eath is due chiefly to 
the patient research and the quiet practice of the 
man of science. 

Shakespeare grew up in a town where there were 
no sewers and in an age when there was no vaccina- 
tion. Garbage was dumped in the streets of Stratford. 
Shakespeare died at fifty-two; and it is not an en- 
tirely fanciful idea, advanced by one of his biograph- 
ers, that the dramatist’s early death was due to a 
malady contracted in the insanitary surroundings of 
his boyhood. Certain it is that thousands of lives in 
centuries gone by were sacrificed through ignorance 
of the very truths that are saving thousands today.

Through this intimate contact with men and 
nature, the man that walks becomes an interpreter of 
parables, and at iast arrives at a sort of pentecostal 
State. whereby he can so speak that each will hear in 
his own tongue and understand.

The Hard Work of Poetry | 


“The high water mark of thought in the nineteenth 
century’ was Emerson's estimate of Wordsworth's 
ode, “Intimations of Immortality.”. The poem that 
shares with that the greatest greatness of Wordsworth 
(the “Lines,” composed upon the banks of the Wye, 
a few 1iiles above Tintern Abbey) was not written 
until it: was nearly completed in the poet's brain. it 
was composed and its thougut and words carried in 
the mind until the poet ended his journey by the “syl- 
van Wye.” 

The metaphysics that was so dominant in the early 
Part of the nineteenth century shines in all Words- 
worth’s greater verse. That poet and philosopher are 
close akin is shown best by the great poetry of all 
that age. Coleridge went from poetry to philosophy. 
He was really a greater philosopher as a poet than as 
a nominal philosopher. Shelley hesitated between 
poetry and prose metaphysics. Happily, he gave his 
genius its freest rein in verse. And his verse exem- 
plified (except in his pure lyrics) both the philosophy 
of abstraction and the philosophy of concrete grap- 
pling with life. 

Horace’s maxim, “The poet is born, not made,” has 
been too much taken to imply that the poet is a lazy 
person “with a gift.” He is gifted, truly. But if se 
exerts his gift to its uttermost he is the hardest worker 
in all the vineyard.—hansas City Star. *

The market house should 2 
nicipal in ownership, and as in the case of the Wall 
ington market, every vendor should be charged som 
thing eyen for sidewalk room. In the case of tt

All that the weather bureau promised in the 
Way of frosts and freezing temperatures east of 
the Mississippi river came true Tuesday morn- 
ing.

Sears, gaining courage as the market 
moved In thei direction, claimed that sudd 
short lived “Killing” fronts and “‘freesing 
temperatures could not do nearly so much dam- 
age to cotion as several days’ of ‘*killing” 
frosts and “freezing” temperatures. The aver 
age operator seemed to believe that “killing” 
ad “freesing’ were arbitrary terms, and meant 
Just what the dictionary said, but tbe bear 
crowd Was striving for a toe hold on a cold 
snap and wanted to do all the talking. How. 
ever, the student of the market, as a rule, 
seemed convinced that the fate of the crop 
has been seated by the temperatures of Mon- 
day and Tuesday morning = the west prob- 
ably relatively little damage has been done. 
In the east probably extensive damage has 
resulted. West of the Mississippi much cotton 
Was des‘rored by drouth, and much that re- 
mained was damaged by later excessive rains. 
‘Tous the quantity of cotton subject to damage 
by frost “was probablz tess than normal. on 
October 20.

The railroad commission of Georgia 
has just prescri)bed and published a 
line of special commority mileage rates, 
*Japplicable on al! intrastate traffic, to 
earload movements of crude, ground or 
pulverized limestone or marble. 

The rates prescribed by the commis- 
sion run from 50 to 100 per cent lower

become state-wide and result in immense | 
benefit to agricultural soils, particularl

The commodit mileage rates now pre- 
scribed by the railroad commission, are 
only slightly lower than some of these 
individual rates, but, as stated, are made 
applicable to every carrier in the state. 

Ground or pulverized limestone and 
marble contain substantially the same 
percentage of corbanate of lime, and 


For the past few years the state agri- 
cultural colleges and experiment, sta- 
tions have been extensively seminat- 
ing information as to the value of these 
products’ for land fertilizing purposes 
and especially as essentially necessary 
to cure the acidity of soils so general 
in this section of the country, and have 
widely urged their application to farm 
lands. 

An application of approximately two 
tons per acre of either ground or pul- 
verized limestone or marble will largely 
destroy the excessive acidity of soils, 
and such substantial effects will con. 
tinue for approximately five years. 

The increased use of these materials 
during the past three years as shown 
in the tonnage of shipments reported to 
the commission has been extraordinary. 
A more general introduction and use 
has been retarded by the high freight 
class rates heretofore applicable, al- 
though three or four of the principal 
carriers, among them the Southern, the 
Central of Georgia and the Louisville 
and Nashville, have encouraged the 
manufacturers wtih fairly satisfactory 
commodity rates over their individual 
lines.
